in(T-  This  is  a sad  fact.  Woman  is  her 
own  protector.  No  man  with  any  judgment 
ever  ventures  to  go  further  than  she  sug- 
gests he  may,  but  most  men  are  so  weak 
that  they  cannot  resist  the  charm  of  wo- 
man’s invitation.  If  the  home  is  preserved 
from  the  slime  of*  defamation,  the  wives 
and  mothers  must  preserve  it,  as  they  have 
done  in  the  past.  It  ought  not  to  he 
so,  but  it  is  a fact  that  married  men  fail 
to  walk  the  narrow  way,  and  still  the  home 
seems  as  pure  as  the  sanctuary  of  God. 
but  when  the  wife  once  besmirches  the  er- 
mine of  purity,  or  even  so  acts  as  to  cause 
suspicion,  that  home  has  suffered  an  irre- 
parable hiss,  and  each  home  befouled  lowers 
the  standard  of  the  virtue  of  married  wo- 
men and  undermines  the  sacredness  of  home 
life  in  the  minds  of  many  people.  These 
divorces,  these  shootings  in  hotels,  and  these 
double  murders,  all  speak  in  thunder  tones 
the  «le generation  of  the  home  life  and  the 
deeaying  .sanctity  of  the  marrievl  woman. 
As  long  as  women  live  in  the  sunshine  of 
absolute  purity  nothing  on  earth  nor  in 
the  pit  can  hurt  the  home,  but  when  married 
women  seek  to  be  more  fascinating  to  other 
men  than  their  own  husbands  the  black 
winged  vultures  of  infamy  will  soon  be 
seen  perching  upon  the  gate-posts.  Daily 
reports  show  that  many  married  women  are 
losing  their  heads  and  seeking  clandestine 
attention,  thus  bringing  on  themselves,  and 
all  who  love  them  sincerely,  the  slimy  ret 
of  voluptuousness.  Why  this  change? 
There  are  four  reasons  for  it.  1 — It  is 

the  result  of  women  having  to  enter  public 
life,  as  in  stores  ami  oftiqea;  especially  pri- 
vate offices.  Such  association  of  young 
women  with  married  men,  who  often  act 
toward  them  in  such  a way  as  to  make  them 
know  that  they  would  break  their  marriage 
vows  if  they  had  a chanoe,  causes  them  to 
doubt  the  virtue  of  all  married  men;  con- 
sequently they  talk  it  to  others  and  produce 
a general  distrust  in  the  virtue  of  husbands* 
and  that  leads  many  to  say,  “what  is  3auee 
for  the  gander  should  be  sauce  for  the 
goose,”  and  they  begin  to  smile  too.  Al- 
so many  who  receive  such  undue  attentions 
from  the  married  men  for  whom  they  work 
get  married  thcmsolves.  and  they  suspect 
their  husbands  and  remember  the  pleasures 
they  had  when  they  received  attention 
from  the  husbands  of  other  women.  (Jod 
pity  us!  That  rock  has  wrecked  many  a 
barque. 

2 — It  is  the  result  of  knowing  too  much. 

I once  knew  four  young  preachers  whose 
wives  had  no  children,  and  preachers  are 
supposed  to  be  the  most  ignorant  of  the 
ignorant  about  some  things.  Too  much 
knowledge  breeds  infidelity  in  heart  if 
not  in  practice.  Would  God  I could  speak 
just  what  I know  on  this  point.

Shall  we  let  this  great  work  of 
world-wide  evangelization  suffer  because 
money  is  not  so  plentiful?  God  forbid. 

Now  we  arc  counting  on  the  brethren. 
We  believe  in  them.  Your  Foreign  Mis- 
sion Board  is  in  a critical  condition.'  Un- 
less every  man  of  us  doeu  his  very  best  for 
these  two  months,  the  result  will  be  a calam* 
ity.  But  you  art*  going  to  do  your  best. 
Lot  every  pastor  s**e  to  it  that  his  church 
not  only  gives  as  much  as  it  did  last  year, 
but  makes  some  advahee.  If  necessary, 
go  to  your  members  privately  and  urge 
them  to  give  as  never  before;  Then  there 
an*  many  churches  that  gave  ljttle  or  noth- 
ing last  year.  You  can  influence  some  of 
them*  churches  in  this  time  of  crisis.  Can 
you  not  go  to  their  Saturday  meetings? 
If  yon  are  a pastor,  ask  j-our  church  to  re- 
lease you  for  two  Sundays  nnd  spend  the 
time  with  these  undeveloped  churches.  Let 
us  in  every  way  wage  a strenuous  campaign 
for  two  months.  Hemic  work  must  be  done. 
Above  all  let  prayer  Ik*  made  continually, 
both  privately  and  in  public.  God  can  yet 
give  us  the  victory.  Baptist  thouifht  and 
the  gos|H*l  ns  we  hold  it  arc  surely  needed 
throughout  the  world  today.  It  is  not  a 
time  for  retrenchment..  I*et  our  watch- 
word be  advancement!  . While  there  has 
lieen  much  said  about  hard  times,  all  the 
churches  from  which  we  hnve  heard  so  far 
promise  to  make  some  advance  over  last 
year.  Some  have  made  a large  Increase. 
This  is  encouraging.  Wc  are  confidently 
expecting  a considerable  increase.  Wc 
need  it.  Can  we  not  count  on  you?

In  Brother  Bamber’s  article  on  the  above 
topic  last  week  he  said,  among  other  strange 
things;  “There  is  too  much  said  about 
preaching  the  gospel.’  It  has  been  my 
custom  to  not  accept  a thing,  if  it  iso.na 
custom  for  some  time  not  accept  a thing, 
if  untrue,  even  though  it  should  be  said  by 
a preacher;  and  I began  to  investigate 
the  Bible  on  the  question  of  “preaching 
the  gospel.” 

The  word  gospel  is  nsed  in  the  New 
Testament  100  times.  The  phrase  “preach- 
ing the. gospel.”  or  its  equivalent,  is  used 
50  or  more  times.  ’ Now  it  is  a Scriptural 
phrase;  then  why  object  to  using  it. 

Again,  “I  find  the  emphasis,  not  so  much 
as  what  to  preach  as  how  to  preach.’  I 
found  on  investigation  just  the  reverse. 
I’aul  emphasized  the  “what  in  Gal.  1:8. 
“But  though  we.  or  an  angel  from  heaven.* 
preach  any  other  gospel  unto  you  than  that 
which  we  have  preached  unto  you.  let  him 
be  aeeursed.”  Now  what  was  the  gospel  Paul 
preached.”  1 Cor.  15:1-4.  “Moreoever.  breth- 
ren, I declare  unto  you  the  gospel  which 
also  ye  have  received,  and  wherein  ye  stand ; 
by  which  also  ye  are  saved,  if  ye  keep  in 
memory  what  I preached  nnto  you,  unleas 
ye  have  believed  in  vain.  For  I delivered 
unto  von  first  of  all  that  which  I also  re- 
ceive,!. how  that  Christ  died  for  our  sins 
according  to  the  Scriptures;  and  that  lie 
was  buried,  and  that  he  rose  again  the  third 
day  according  to  the  Scriptures. 

Now  a man  man  may  he  as  pure  ^ as  an 
angel  and  as  eloquent  as  Apollos.  and  “stand 
on  his  heart”  tijl  it  bleeds,  but  if  he  ‘ In- 
verts” this  gospel  he  will  he  “aeeursed. 

A man’s  sincerity  and  earnestness  and  rav- 
ings and  pleadings  and  wranglings  doesn  t 
make  gospel  ont  of  guzh.  He  may  draw 
great  crowds  and  please  them  by  his  sen- 
sational methods,  hilt  Paul  says : 
vet  pleased  men.  I should  not  he  the  ser\ant 
of  Christ.”  Gal.  1:10.  I may  have  many 
converts  tnd  many  additions  to  the  churchy 
es.  hut  unless  I “preach  the  gospel  none 
will  be  aaved.  ftir  “it  (the  gospel)  »*  the 
power  of  God  unto  salvation  to  everyone 
that  believeth,”  Rom.  1:16.  Not  >n>* 

preach  it.  . 

Again,  “Any  man  can  preach  the  words 
of  the  gospel.”  But  there  are  so  few  to- 
dav  who  do  it.  It  i»  not  a popular  thing  to 
do.  <‘He  came  unto  own,  and  ha  own 


received  him  not.”  John  1:11.  The  great  i 
multitudes  rejected  Jesus  when  he  was  here,  i 
Many  who  followed  him  did  bo  for  the  i 
loaves  and  fishes.  It  i»  so  today . “Many 
are  called,  but  few  arc  chosen.”  Man  i 
need  not  Hatter  himself  that  because  he  has 
great  congregations  to  preach  to,  that  he  i* 
going  to  have  God-given  results.  That 
docs  not  .necessarily  follow,  neither  should 
one  lie  discouraged  if  just  a few  wait  on 
his  hutnhle  ministry— it  does  not  necessarily 
follow  that  he  is  not  doing  God’s  work. 
But  the  question  of  crowds  ought  never  to 
enter  for  consideration  in  the  lord's  w*ork. 
The  question  is  what  will  God  have  me 
preach.  * If  Ood  gives  me  a message  and 
I am  faithful  in  declaring  it,  God  will 
take  care  of  his  own  message.  If  two  or 
three  only  come  into  ray  rhureh.  I will  he 
just  as  faithful  in  giving  them  the  gospel 
as  if  there  were  two  or  three  hundred  pres- 
ent. Paul  cainc  all  the  way  down  to 
Philippi  and* prea<*h<*d  to  a few  women  out 
there  by  the  river  side  who  had  met  for 
prayer,  and  the  lord  ol>ened  Lydia’s  heart 
that  she  attended  unto  the  things  spoken 
bv  Paul.  Peter  preached  to  thousands 
oil  Pentecost  and  Paul  preached  to  one  in 
the  chnc  of  the  jailor.  Again,  “The  gos- 
pel has  never  lost  its  power.”  That  is 
true,  luit  every tli iiu.*,  that  draws  a crowd 
isn’t  the  gospel . The  thing  that  draws 
tin*  crowd  is  often  in  the  man  and  not  the 
gospel.  The  world  hr  seeking  entertain- 
ment an.l  sensation  mid  the  plain  gospel 
doesn't  contain  either  for  the  world.  The 
more  self  a man  preaches  ami  the  less  < hrisl, 
everything  else  lieing  equal,  the  greater  the 
congregations  he  will  have.  The  morn 
gospel  a man  preaches  the  more  people  will 
he  saved  under  his  ministry,  regardless  of 
the  size  of  his  congregation*.  The  gos- 
pel han’t  lost  its  power.  But  gush  ami 
sensation  never  had  any  power  to  saTe— 
but  it  will  draw  crowds. 

The  gospel  strictly  taken  presents  neither 
claims,  commands,  nor  threatening,  but

A good  man  went  away  from  us 
last  year,  and  I felt  sad  when  I looked  for 
the  last  time  on  his  face  that  I should  write 
no  more  his  name  on  my  book  as  a regular 
contributor  to  the  cause  of  missions.  But 
here  is  a message  from  his  son  and  a cheek 
for  $150,  his  personal  contribution.  This 
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is  God’s  way.  as  the  workers  lay  down  their 
implements  of  toil  to  enter  the  rest  that  re- 
mains to  the  people  of  God.  another  takes 
up  the  burden  and  gladly  , joyfully  carries 
the  work  on.  and  1 think  the  reason  of  it  in 
the  one  that  goes  and  in  the  one  that  re- 
mains is  the  same  and  how  better  can  it  he 
written  than  the  Master  himself  said  it 
when  he  said  “If  any  man  love  me,  he  will 
keep  my  words,”  and  there  is  no  word  that 
Jesus  ever  spoke  clearer  than  his  command 
to  evangelize  the  world.  Brookhaven  has 
a right  to  he  heard  with  this  check  for 
$‘Jt>0  for  Home  Missions,  and  in  same  mail 
Lyon  sends  cheek  for  $70,  same  cause,  while 
aivay  down  in  the  south  in  the  land  of  lum- 
ber and  mills  where  the  panic  prevailed  so 
hard  on  the  people.  Columbia  sends  $01.80, 
and  from  the  Lowrey  Memorial  at  Blue 
Mountain  is  still  another  voice  for  Home 
Missions  and  the  cheek  reads  $145.  Green- 
ville sends  to  Foreign  Missions  and  the 
check  is  givng  still  some  evidence  of  the 
times  the  people  had  in  building  their 
church  home,  but  we  gladly  welcome  the 
$100. 

Another  Sunday  is  at  hand.  Do  you  ever 
pray  that  these  Sundays  may  he  great  days 
for  the  extension  of  the  kingdom?  Not 
only  pray  that  they  may  bo  thus  used  in 
your  own  chureh,  hut  that  in  all  our  land 
the  great  name  of  our  God  shall  he  glori- 
fied in  the  gifts  of  his  people  to  the  cause 
of  missions.

Christ  for  us,  Christ  in 
us.  Christ  through  us.  “He  died  for  our 
sins.”  “He  abides  in  us.”  He  works 
through  ns.  (live  Christ  a chance  to  speak 
through  vim  to  sinners.  That  is  His  way. 
In  Jesus’  parable  of  the  supper,  the  invited 
ones  didn’t  come,  but  those  who  were 
brought  and  compelled.  Don’t  let  other 
thing*  come  between  you  and  the  sinner. 
Soup-kitchens  and  brotherhood  clubs  arc 
worse  than  nothing,  if  they  are  not  used 
to  bring  the  sinner  to  the  knowledge  of 
Christ. 

Many  spend  more  time  and  thought  on 
tfieir  sermon  than  on  a whole  lost,  sin-enrsed 
world.  Be  fishers  of  men,  not  books,  ideas 
anil  sermons.

Yea,  hilt  a fisherman 
is  foolish  to  spend  more  time  hunting  bait 
than  catching  fish.  This  may  he  a glmuny 
picture,  but  no  more  ao  than  the  condition 
of  things  so  acknowledged  by  all.  Let  all 
who  read  this  pray  for  a revival  at  home 
and  abroad.

The  Holiness  of  Christ. 
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1 Peter  2:21.22. — “Christ  also  suffered 
for  us,  leaying  ua  an  example,  that  ye  should 
fojlow  his  steps : — Who  did  no  sin,  neither 
was  guile  found  in  his  mouth. 

John  8:29.— “And  he  that  sent  me  ia  with 
me:  the  Father  hath  not  left  me  alone:  for 
I do  always  those  things  that  please  him. 

Notice  two  things— Did  not  sin— Always 
did  what  was  well-pleasing  to  the  Father. 
Christ  had  both  the  negative  and  positive 
side — he  was  offensive  as  well  as  defensive. 

A great  many  of  our  young  Christians  spen.l 
the  first  few  months— sometimes  years— of 
their  Christian  life  in  trying  to  avoid  sin. 
The  man  who  has  been  accustomed  to  drink 
shuns  the  beer  keg.  and  the  man  who  has 
been  guilty  of  gambling,  shuns  the  poker 
table  and  the  horse  race— but  they  are  not 
offensive^-they  are  not  doing  these  things 
that  are  well-pleasing  unto  God.  We  need 
both  the  positive  and  the  negative  current 
you  see — shun  all  appearances  of  evil  and 
do  something  that  will  glorify  God. 

In  Matt.  23:13  we  see  that  Jesus  Christ 
loved  holiness  and  hated  sin  so  much  that 
he  would  condemn  sin  in  other  men.  When 
he  saw  a thing  was  wrong  he  never  failed 
to  warn  the  guilty  party.  ; Do  we  follow 
him  in  this? 

Matt.  16:23— We  see  that  he  loved  holi- 
ness and  hate*!  sin  so  much  that  he  would 
condemn  sin  in  his  most  intimate  friend. 
If  I love  holiness  I will  love  God  more  than 
man— and  will  love  man  more  than  sin— 
■ even  though  he  be  my  best  friend . 

1 Peter  2:24 — Who  his  own  self  bare  on. 
sins  in  his  own  body  on  the  tree,  that  we, 
being  dead  to  sin,  should  live  unto  right- 


I follow  him  to  the  Roman  scourge  and 
there  under  the  cruel  chastisement  I see 
the  living,  lurid  gashen,  the  streams  of  blood 
as  it  trickles,  down  his  tom  bruised  back . . 
..and  then  I ask— Why  all  this?  The 
answer  comes  back — Because  he  loved  holi- 
ness and  hated  ain.  Then  I go  further— 

I follow  him  along  the  jeering  mocking 
crowd  to  the  little  knoll  outside  the  gate* 
of  the  city— and  there  I see  him  as  they 
nail  him  to  the  rugged  cross — I stand -a«d 
watch  the  quivering  nerves  and  see  agony 
as  expressed  by  his  beautiful,  tho’  peace- 
ful face — I see  the  red  rain  of  blood  as  it 
flows  from  the  crown  of  thorns  down  to  his 
breast,  and  from  his  breast  down  to  his 
knees— 0,  will  you  see  it  with  me  now  ? I 
see  the  blood  that  makes  its  way  down  the 
cross  and  there  on  the  ground  ia  a great 
pool  of  blood — and  the  thought  cornea  that 
he  shed  it  so  freely  because  of  his  love  for 
holiness  and  hatred  for  sin.  Brother,  what 
has  love  for  holiness  and  hate  for  ain  cost 
you?  0,  we  do  abhor  the  thought  of 
• HOLINESS — we  spurn  the  man  that  loves 
holiness — but  let  me  say  this  to  you— when 
you  and  I get  to  the  place  where  we  love 
holiness  so  much  and  hate  sin  in  the  same 
proportion — when  we  get  to  the  point  where 
we  are  willing  to  go  through  the  garden 
to  the  Roman  scourge — thence  to  dark  Cal- 
valry- -willing  to  pay  blood  for  it — then  we 
will  have  more  holiness  and  less  sinning  in 
our  lives.  Do  you  believe  it? 

I dont’  remember  having  in  all  my  life 
committing  a single  sin  that  1 had  to  com- 
mit—one  that  I was  forced,  compelled  to 
commit — I have  sinned  because  I willed  to 
do  it  and  so  have  you — I have  not  learned  to 
hive  holiness  and  hate  sin  as  did  Jesus  my 
Saviour — but  my  prayer  to  God  ia  that  aa 
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the  days  go  by— and  as  the  evening  conic* 
„n  l may  love  purity  and  holiness  and  hate 
*in  so  in iii'li  that  I will  he  willing  to  pay 
Itl.OGD  for  it — then  my  life  will  lie  more 
nearly  in  accord  with  God’s  plan  and  God’s 
will.  What  are  you  willing  to  pay,  my 
brother,  for  holiness?  How  much  are 
von  willing  to  pay  that  sin  may  he  driven 
out  of  your  life?  God  help  you  to  answer 
just  as  you  will  wish  that  you  had  done

Our  laird  commands  attention  to  the 
things  of  the  kingdom.  “He  that  hath 
an  car  to  hear  let  him  hear.”  Good  lis- 
tening is  as  important  as  good  preaching. 

It  helps  the  preacher  to  preach.  While 
listless  ones  are  a hindrance  to  him.  It 
is  only  the  good  listener  who  really  wor- 
ships God  in  his  house,  for  only  such  can 
“worship  him  in  spirit  ami  in  truth.”  and 
only  such  receive  blessings  at  hia  gracious 
hand. 

Before  and  after  entering  the  house  of 
Cod  for  worship  we  should  pray  for  him 
who  shall  deliver  the  message  to  us  out  of 
his  word.  Yes,  pray  that  Christ’s  am- 
Imssador  may  receive  “an  unction  from  the 
Holy  One.”  so  that  he  may  have  the  liberty 
the  spirit  gives.  ^ We  should  also  pray 
for  heart  preparation  in  «>»r  ownselves. 
That  the  won!  of  truth  we  hear  may  work 
our  own  sanctification,  and  be  influential 
for  good  in  our  lives.  If  we  will  observe 
to  do  these  things,  we  will  he  good  listeners, 
and  receive  a blessing  anil  be  glad  we  went 
into  the  house  of  the  Lord.

with  a pop,  or  how  our  heads  on  the  bench 
in  front  of  us.  or  whisper,  or  giggle,  or 
play  with  a hahy,  etc.,  etc.  _ . 

Then*  is  a remedy  that  will  cure  such 
listlessness  and  atop  such  symptoms, 
is  not  a permanent  cure,  it’s  only  tempo- 
rary. Blit  it’s  a remedy  that  should  never 
be ' used.  NEVER.  Ii’»  thi*— Let  the 
preacher  turn  away  from  “the  glorious 
gospel  of  God”  and  talk  about  money  mak- 
ing, that  will  interest  some,  and  talk  about 
some  exciting  topic  such  as  you  read  un- 
der the  headlines  in  our  daily  papers;  that 
will  interest  others,  and  relate  a touching 
incident  taken  from  a novel,  or  an  anecdote 
about  a poor  dog  anil  make  it  as  pathetics! 
ns  isissihle  and  let  the  preacher  shed  a few 
tears  over  it  and  wipe  his  eyes  with  a hand- 
kerchief. they  need  not  he  godly  tears, 
just  tears.  The  result  will  be  that  list- 
lev  ness  has  given  way  to  marked  atten- 
tion. while  tears  fill  the  eyes,  and  as  t t» 
congregation  ia  passing  out  of  the  house 
you  may  hear  the  remark:  , “We  had  a 
goinl  sermon  today.  It  was  ao  touching. 

Now,  if  I ever  hear  that  some  young 
preacher  tried  the  foregoing  remedy,  I wil 
write  him  a letter  and  tell  him  what 
think  of  aueh  conduct. 

iVrhaps  I ought  to  aay  now  and  then 
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there  is  a good  old  Baptist  brother  in  the 
congregation  who  seems  n<>!  to  1m*  interest- 
ed iu  the  sermon  on  the  precious  love  of 
Jesus  or  his  glorious  promisi*s.  hut  if  the 
preacher  will  throw  out  a big  chunk  on 
baptism,  then  he  is  all  ear*  and  looks  the 
preacher  square  in  the  face  as  much  as  to 
say,  “Ah!  now,  that  is  worth  listening 
to.”  0 Isinl.  “what  is  man  that  thou 
art  miudful  of  him?”
